today, following a reduction of 61-4 
cents a gallon by all dealers in the 
state. 
The reduction makes prices 


range from 161-4 cents to 20 cents 
a gallon, -depending on locality. 


Cars in Omaha were lined up at 


nearly all filling stations, waiting for 
their turn, and several station? "had 
sold out before noon. 


The out in price is only temporary, 


oil men declared. 


"The whole thing was engineered 


by politicians," J. C. Dauvle, district 
manager of the National Refining com- 
pany declared. 
"There is no excuse 


for such a big drop. The only effect 
will be the forcing out of business of 
hundred of independent dealers. 
At 


present price they are losing from 2 
to 4 cents a gallon." 


Th,e reduction, however, will 
not 


stop the state of Nebraska nor the 
city of Omaha from going ahead with 
'plans to furnish gasoline direct to 
consumers, Governor Bryan and city 
commissioners today said. 


Governor Bryan said he had as- 


sured pjf a supply of gasoline that 
could be laid down in Nebraska at a 


cost of 11 to 12 cents a gallon, de- 
pending on freight charges. 


"The state will stand ready to sup- 


ply this gasoline to any community 
of to any group of citizens that will 
sell gasoline to the public at a rea- 
sonable price," said Governor Bryan. 


The governor said he did not be- 


lieve the reduction of 6.25 was enough 
of a cut in the face of prices quoted 
him by refiners. 


John Hopkins said he had been of- 


fered any amount of gasoline up to 
10,000,000 gallons at S.25 to 8.50 cents 
a gallon at the refinery-

and automobile clubs to start compe- 
tition against the gas combine. 


"I have supplies of gasoline offered 


me. 1 am prepared to supply car load 
lots to each community, and prompt 
and enthusiastic response to my re- 
quest to communities to prepare to 
handle it is assurance that Nebraska 
will not submit to monopoly in gas 
and oil." 


Governor Bryan gave to the press 


copies of messages he sent Monday 
to Attorney General Spillman of Ne- 
braska, the attorney general of the 
United States and to the Standard Oil 
company headquarters at Chicago. 


"The dispatches from Chicago and 


Washington show,'" said the governor 
"that my telegrams reached their des- 
tination. The people of the state are 
to be congratulated upon their victory 
It is my intention to continue the or- 
ganization for distribution and legal 
action so that the people will be pro- 
tected in the future."

Council Takes Action Following In-

The city of Lincoln thru its legal 


department will ask the Nebraska 
supreme court for a rehearing in the 
injunction suit of Brown against East- 
erday. This was decided upon at a 
conference of the council held Tues- 
day morning. 


The council will not consider any 


applications for the installation of 
filling stations nor the granting of 
building permits until the supreme 
court has acted upon the motion. 
Authority of the council to dney per- 
mits for filling stations was taken 
away by the higher court recently 
when it held that a filling station was 
not a nuisance in the injunction ac- 
tion of Brown against Easterday. 


Mr. Brown, a property owner, in- 


stituted an injunction suit in the Lan- 
caster county district court against 
Easterday to prevent him from in- 
stalling a filling station at the north- 
east corner of Eleventh* and Garfield 
streets, on property owned by East- 
erday. The plaintiff alleged that the 
location would prove a nuisance in 
the neighborhood and cause a de- 
preciation, of property. Because the 
city denied a permit its legal depart- 
ment prosecuted the case. 


The district court granted an in- 


junction and Easterday appealed to 
the Nebraska supreme court. When 
the latter handed down an adverse de- 
cision against the city it pointed out 
that~the only remedy it had was to 
pass a general zoning ordinance 
which 'would cover the 
entire city. 


It is hoped to have a rehearing in 
September soon after the court re- 
convenes 
following 
the 
vacation 


period. 
Protests were made by the trustees 


of a church under construction just 
across the street from where it was 
proposed to locate the oil station, and 
by other property owners besides the 
plaintiff in the injunction suit The 
Standard Oil company desired io build 
and operate the filling station on the 
Easterday property.

The price of gasoline dropped 61-4 


cents in Lincoln Tuesday morning. A 
price of 161-4 cents at service sta- 
tions and 141-4 cents wholesale was 
announced by companies doing busi- 
ness here. The drop is a result, gaso- 
line dealers say, of a surplus of 
"cracked" gasoline on the market. It 
is explained that this is an inferior 
grade which can be brought up to Ne- 
braska specifications by mixing. The 
Standard Oil company, has been bas- 
ing the price of gas on the price of 
crude oil, according to some of the 
dealers, who claim that this is the 
correct basis. They were forced, how- 
ever, to cut the price because of the 
surplus of inferior gasoline on 
the 


market. Most of the dealers admit 
that the price of gasoline has been 
too high, but that the present drop, 
which is too great will force many 
small retailers out of business. 


M. B. Atkins of the A. B. A. com- 


pany, made the following 
statement 


concerning 
the 
price of gasoline 


Tuesday morning: 


"I have just returned from a trip 


thru the oil fields of Oklahoma. Last 
winter, the refineries 
stored great 


quantities of cracked gasoline, com- 
posed of gasoline, coal oil and 
dis- 


tillate, to be sold in March and April 
during the cool weather. On. account 
of the extremely bad roadsV in 
the 


northern part of the' counrryT they 
-failed to do this, and the market is 
now flooded with cracked gas. This 
has become soured and discolored by 
storage during hot weather. By touch- 
ing it up with casing head gas, to 
bring it up to pass the standard of Ne- 
braska specifications they are placing 
these goods on the market. When thi» 
touched up article remains in storage 
for a few days, after unloading, the 
casing gas disappears, leaving the 
dregs of die cracked gasoline, which 
has a very bad odor and is a very poor 
motor gas. 
This product can be 


bought at almost any price, as low as 
73-4 cents. It is virtually worthless. 
Straight run gasoline, taken 
from 


crude oil only, makes the best gaso- 
line. This cracked gas has compelled 
the independent oil producers to come 
down on every gallon sold by them 
until they are losing from 2 to 3 cents 
.on each. Hence, it has closed a great 
many of the smaller oil companies in 
Oklahoma and Kansas. Banks, fearing 
a greater loss still, refuse to extend 
credit, Tho the Standard Oil company 
had been basing the price of their 
gas on the price of crude oil, which 
was right, the surplus of cracked fas 
has forced them down. The retail 
price of gasoline has been too high, 
and the present exaggerated drop will 
force many smaller retailers out of 
business. For the common 58-60 grav- 
ity gasoline, the price at the oil sta- 
tions is now 161-4 cents; for high 
test, 181-4."

effect the slightest change in France's 
position.

It IB understood that this separate

"Therefore each state should as- 


sume its responsibility and courage- 
ously discharge its duties. No state 
should desert the prohibition cause, 
and leave its enforcement exclusively 
to the federal government. It is the 
solemn duty of every state to help 
enforce the constitution 
of the 
na- 


tion."

WASHINGTON, August 14.—Presi- 


dent Calvin Coolidge approved today 
a slash iu government expenditures of 
$126,000,000 lor the next fiscal year. 


Gen. Herbert M. Lord, director 
of 


tlic budget bureau, conferred with the 
president at the white house, and sub- 
mitted his estimates ot expenditures 
contemplated by the various govern- 
ment departments lor the next pear. 


Lord's work which was begun at the 


instance ot President Harding, was 
wholly sanctioned by Mr. .Coolidge. 


The threatened 
anthracite strike 


and the immigration situation were 
the other principal'problems confront- 
ing President Harding's old cabinet, 
as it met tor the tirst time today, to 
advise with the new president, Calvin 
Coolidge. 


Mr. Coolidge has drawn up and al- 


ready put into execution 
a definite 


plan to banish the threat of a coal 
strike by having representatives 
of 


bides meet at New York ;omorrow, 
and seek an agreement. 


The budget is based on an estimate 


cost of $1,700,000,000 for operation of 
the government next year as com- 
parer with $1,826,000,000 for the last 
iiscal year. 


These figures are exclusive of inter- 


est on the public debt, and postoffice 
receipts, and expenditures which are 
not included in the budget. 


The government heads, members of 


the cabinet ic charge of the different 
departments, will be given an oppor- 
tunity to prove the necessity for cer- 
tain increases asked. 


Mr. Coolidge indicated 
he would 


sanction these increases if they are 
absolutely necessary. 


Lord has been working upon the 


budget for months. He was ordered 
by Mr. Harding to slash the cost of 
government as much as possible. His 
report had *ojbe passed on by the 
president, before tomorrow. It will be 
submitted to the house as soon as 
congress convenes in December. The 
next government 
fiscal year starts 


June 30, next. 


President Coolidge's first cabinet 


meeting lasted an hour, and ten min- 
utes. Secretaries Hoover and Work, 
the first to leave, referred all ques- 
tioners to the president.

Kearney and near Blue Hill and Desh- 
ler. It. is said that the opera,fjrjg force 
at each of the pumping stations will 
mean the permanent support of not 
less than ten families. 


Another gang is at work directly 


east of North Piatte and another in 
the vicinity of Gothenburg. The sec- 
tion between Northport and Oshkosh 
has been completed. The company has 
had some trouble in securing labor for 
the work in_Wyoming and some parts 
ul the pipe line there are incomplete. 


Describing one of the pumping sta- 


tions the North Piatte Tribune says: 


"The main building will be sixty 


ieet by one hundred and seventeen 
and twenty-three feet in height. It will 
be constructed of structural steel and 
l)pnnison 
interlocking tile covered 


with stucco. Corrugated asbestos roof- 
ing will be used making the structure 
absolutely fireproof. The construction 
company has charge of the pumping 
station here as well as seven other 
stations along .he route. A road has 
boen condemmed across the land be- 
tween the pump station and the Lin- 
coln highway. Men tire now starting 
work on its construction. When the 
plant is completed there will be a 
number of cottages 
and a heating

H. WhiUen, a city plan advisor of 
Cleveland, 
and 
published . a 
few 


months ago in a booklet outlining the 
Atlanta, Ga., zone plan. 


"Zoning is a conscious, intelligent 


effort to direct the building of the 
dij in accord with a well-considered 
plan. Like good housekeeping it pro- 
vides a place for everything and tries 
to keep everything in its place. Like 
good industrial management it plans 
for an orderly growth and expansion 
ot the plant. Zoning divides the land 
area of the city Into residence, busi- 
ness and industrial districts and pre- 
vents the erection of business or in- 
dustrial buildings in the residence dis- 
tricts or of industrial buildings in the 
business district. 


Zoning prevents the development of 


great blighted areas near the heart 
of the city. Unless some definite limit 
is fixed to the distance that business 
may spread out from the central busi- 
ness area one block after another is 
abandoned 
by the resident owners 


until great areas are affected that 
will never be needed for business. 


Zoning will centralize local busi- 


ness in well defined 
local business 


centers. 
This 
will facilitate 
the 


transaction of business. 


Zoning will keep apartments out of j 


private house sections. The coming 
of the apartment drives out the pri- 
vate home. 
Only by setting definite 


limits to the spread of the apartment 
can the city be preserved as a city of 
homes. 


Zoning will prevent congestion of 


population. 
In addition to confining 


tenement house construction 
to cer- 


tain areas, zoning will prevent exces- 
sive crowding even in the tenement 
areas. This will be accomplished by 
requiring a 
minimum number of 


square feet of lot area for each family 
for which the tenement is arranged. 


Zoning requires each owner so to 


use his property as not to injure his 
neighbor. Without zoning the indi- 
vidual owner is powerless to prevent 
tho destruction 
of the value of his 


j'roperty. 
Only by submitting 
to 


•ome restriction on his power to do 
with his own just as he pleases is he 
himself able to obtain protection.

pastor. Brother Goman, but is intended to I 
reaffirm the position taken by the official 
board last year in making a similar request. | 
which request was ignored by Bishop Stuntz | 
anft his cabinet. 
As a practical matter, 
however, it is impossible for such action to 
be taken without appearing to cast a reflec- 
tion upon the pastorate of Brother Goman, 
which no one desires, and the issue wou.d 
inevitably be twisted into a personal one 
bctwen your former pastor and your present 
pastor, between whom there is no issue at 
all. The real issue and the one you desire 
to raise is between the church at Aurora 
and the, presiding- bishop. This issue cannot 
be clearly raised in the manner proposed. 
The best interests of the church must rise 
above everything else. While deeply appre- 
ciating the action of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the board. I feel, after giving the 
matter thought, that the Interests of the 
church will be better served if the contem- 
plated action is not taken." 
Before a large crowd at the union 


meeting of all the churches on the 
court house lawn Sunday night Dr. 
Buckner reiterated his belief in a pro- 
gressive Christianity. 
He spoke on 


the subject, "How Does God Save 
Men?" In his address he denied that 
confession or baptism or any of the 
ordinary forms for gaining entrance to 
churches have saving qualities. 
A 


saving of a man, he said, consists in 
making a good man out of him, and 
God is always working and cooperat- 
ing with men and for men to make 
them good. He said that the saving 
of 
men 
takes 
much 
time. 
He 


announced that he had no belief in the 
instant conversion 
being of saving 


power. Before he is saved he must 
work with God in making his life a 
good and acceptable life and is only 
saved when he has become a good 
man. During the address Dr. Buck- 
ner was interrupted by a woman who 
announced her disbelief in his ideas, 
but he did not engage in any contro- 
versy with her.

State Accountant C. A. Sommer has 


an official report on the condition of 
the road construction fund practically 
completed. When finished it will be 
made public. It is to be filed with 
Governor Bryan when finished. It is 
said to contain some interesting state- 
ments. 


All efforts to get Governor Bryan, 


Auditor Marsh and State Treasurer 
Robinson into a conference in regard 
to plans for paying the $420,000 of 
road claims have been unsuccessful. 
Some contend the claims can be legal- 
ly paid out of the appropriation for 
the present biennium as this appro- 
priation comprises a large amount of 
money due from the federal govern- 
ment on road 'work done during the 
past bieanium. 


It. was said the construction com- 


panies contemplate a suit to require 
Governor Bryon to approve the claims 
and possibly another suit to require 
State Auditor Marsh to pay them from 
the appropriation available for the 
present biennium. Developments are 
looked for the next week. Auditor 
Marsh has received no opinion from 
Attorney General Spillman in regard 
to the legality of paying the claims 
out of the new appropriation.

tomobile journey of 4,784 miles em- 
bracing portions of eighteen 
states, 


the District of Columbia and Canada. 
The highest price paid for gasoline 
was twenty-six cents in northern New 
York and in New England. 
We did 


not purchase any in Canada as we 
were there only one day, 
travelers 


told us that they paid as high as thir- 
ty-five cents in New Brunswick. This 
was one reason for filling our tank 
before going in. 
The Iqwest price 


paid was twenty-two cents in 
Ohio 


and in the District of Columbia. When 
you are told that tax on gasoline will 
not raise the praise the price per gal- 
lon do not believe it 
In the District 


of Columbia the price was twenty-two 
cents, in Maryland, twenty-three and 
twenty-four cents 
per gallon. 
At 


Wheeling, W. Va., the price is twen- 
ty-four cents including a two-cent tax; 
just acioss the river in Ohio it 
is 


twenty-two cents. At the line 
be- 


tween Ohio and Indiana there is a 
filling station with a sign 
advising 


people to fill their tanks and save the 
tax, for the price immediately raises 
the amount of the tax. In the states 
where there is a tax most 
stations 


have a placard showing in one column 
the price of the gas, in a second the 
amount of the tax, and in a third the 
total which the purchaser is to pay.' 
This is true even in New York state 
where the tax is one-tenth of a cent 
per gallon but with no payment less 
than a cent. A purchase of one gallon 
calls for one cent tax, ten gallons, 
also one cent', eleven gallons, 
two 


cents, and so on. On the entire trip 
the total gas consumed, including that 
we used for cooking, was three hun- 
dred and thirty-six gallons: the aver- 
age price paid was twenty-four and 
one-tenth cents. If the right and rea- 
sonable price is sixteen cents no won- 
der filling stations are springing up 
like mushrooms every mile or 
two 


along well traveled routes."

He |s not boxer enough 
to do like Dundee and play safe for a 
decision, not only because he is not 
skilled enough to do it, but because 
to retain what postage he has left 
he will have .to knock out Firpo.

The character of the tributes paid to Mr. Harding as 


a president and as a man is remarkable. Every man 
whos« opinion is worth valuing emphasized the kindly 
nature of the man, yet accorded to him firmness in 
decision. No other testimony is needed for his great- 
ness. A man who can combine kindness and considera- 
tion for others with a determination to stick to the right 
Is a man who has lifted himself above his fellows. We 
are too apt to define greatness as consisting of the 
possession of one or more outstanding talents which 
have been put to unusual use. Yet we venture to say 
that without simplicity no man is worthy of the term. 


One of the things about the late president that men 


close to him speak about reverently these days was his 
growth in spiritual vision and belief. The president, 
we are told, every day became more and more firmly 
of the opinion that a higher power was directing him in 
his public acts. He said he could distinctly feel its 
manifestations. 
Materialists will, of course, attempt 


to explain this as a product of early superstitions of 
faith -vorking on a mind burdened with great respon- 
sibilities. But it cannot be explained that way. Men 
who are uplifted in this way are vividly conscious of 
an unseen power. God is in our constitution; it is well 
with us if a consciousness of Him is felt by our rulers.
